The  Population  of  the  Borough  of  Tenterden,  estimated  to 
the  middle  of  1913,  was  3,410,  being  an  increase  of  13  on  the 
estimated  population  of  1912,  and  of  31  on  the  census  popula¬ 
tion  of  1911. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  District  amounted 
to  52,  including  25  of  males  and  27  of  females,  d^o  this  num¬ 
ber  is  added  1  birth  which  took  place  outside  the  District  of  a 
child  born  of  parents  with  a  fixed  place  of  residence  in  the 
District,  while  no  births  are  deducted  ot  children  whose 
parents  had  a  fixed  place  of  residence  elsewhere. 

The  nett  number  of  births  was  therefore  53,  (25  male  and 
28  female)  which  gives  a  Birth  Rate  of  15*(3  per  1,000  of 
population,  as  compared  with  23*3  in  1912  and  19*5  in  1911. 

Sixty-six  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District,  34  of 
males  and  32  of  females.  To  this  number  are  added  the 
deaths  of  4  persons  belonging  to  the  District  and  who  died 
outside  its  area,  while  12  deaths  are  deducted  of  persons  dying 
in  the  District  and  who  had  a  fixed  place  of  residence 
elsewhere. 


The  nett  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  was 
58y  (27  male  and  31  female)  giving  a  Death  Rate  of  17‘0  per 
1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  12*7  in  1912  and  L3*6 
in  1911. 

One  death  was  certified  as  due  to  one  or  other  of  the 
following  epidemic  diseases,  viz  :

The  Death  Rate  from  these  Epidemic  Deseases  was  0*29 
per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  M/  in  1912,  and 
0*59  in  1911. 

The  Infarct  l^ortality,  i.e.,  the  number  of  deaths  of  Infants 
under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  registered  births  was  113  as 
compared  with  25  in  1912  and  75  in  1911. 

The  Midwives  Act,  1902,  is  administered  directly  by  the 
Kent  County  Council. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted. 

No  cases  of  ophthalmia  in  the  newly  born  have  come  to  my 
notice. 

The  birth  rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1913  was  23*9 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  0*1  per  1,000  above  the 
rate  in  1912,  but  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on 
record.  Compared  with  the  average  in  the  ten  years  1903- 
1912,  the  birth  rate  in  1913  showed  a  decrease  of  2-4  per 
1,000 

The  death-rate  in  1913  was  13*7  per  1,000,  which  was  0*4 
per  1,000  above  the  rate  in  1912  ;  compared  with  the  average 
rate  in  the  ten  years  1903 — 1912,  the  death-rate  in  1913 
showed  a  decrease  of  1*2  per  1,000. 
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The  rate  of  mortality  among  infants,  measured  by  the 
proportion  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  registered  births, 
was  equal  to  109  per  1,000,  which  is  14  per  1,000  above  the 
rate  in  1912.

[A.]  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Acts,  1889  and 
1899,  the  following  diseases  are  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the 
District,  viz  Small-pox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membranous 
Croup,  Erysipelas,  the  disease  known  as  Scarlet  Fev^er  or 
Scarlatina,  and  the  Fevers  known  by  any  of  the  following 
names  Typhus  Typhoid  or  Enteric,  Relapsing,  Continued 
and  Puerperal. 

By  a  General  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  No 
58,962,  dated  15th  August,  1912,  the  diseases  known  as 
Cerebro-spinal  Fever  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  also  made 
compulsorily  notifiable. 

By  a  General  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  (No. 
59,247)  dated  19th  December,  1912,  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908  the  Public  Health.  (Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  Hospitals)  Regulations,  1911,  and  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1911,  were  revoked,  and  the 
Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912.  substituted, 
these  last  making  the  notification  of  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
compulsory  on  and  after  February  1st,  1916. 

During  the  year  1913,  10  cases  were  notified,  as  against 
none  in  the  previous  year,  and  comprised  2  ot  Erysipelas,  7 
of  Phthisis  (consumption  of  the  lungs,)  and  1  of  other  forms 
of  Tuberculosis.

The  immunity  from  notifiable  desease  during  the  past  2 
years  is  remarkable. 


The  two  cases  of  Erysipelas  both  occurred  in  the  month 
of  January  and  both  were  adult  males.  The  second  case 
(from  Station  Eoad)  was  remoyed  to  the  Workhouse  Infirm¬ 
ary  on  January  28th,  and  died  on  February  4th,  the  other 
case  recovered. 


Tuberculosis  in  all  its  forms  caused  5  deaths  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  10  in  1912,  and  4  in  1911.  Of  these 
5  deaths,  3  were  certified  as  due  to  Phthisis  (consumption  of 
the  lungs,)  as  against  8  in  1912,  and  3  in  1911. 

The  Death-rate  from  all  forms  of  the  Disease  was  1*47  and 
the  Phthisis  death-rate  0*88  per  1,000  of  population,  as 
compared  with  rates  of  2*94  and  2*36  in  the  previous  year. 

The  following  table  gives  a  comparison  of  the  rates  for 
this  District,  and  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  for 
the  five  years  1907 — 1911,  beyond  which  the  comparative 
figures  for  the  Country  generally  are  not  at  present  available.

Notice  of  the  1912  Eegulatioris  coming  into  force  was  given 
ro  each  medical  practitioner  in  the  area  and  notification  forms 
as  prescribed  were  issued  by  your  Clerk. 

The  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  laid  down 
as  follows  : — 

Article  XL — 1.  A  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  receipt 
of  a  notification  which  has  been  erroneously  addressed  to  him 
by  a  Medical  Practitioner  shall  forthwith  transmit  the  notifi¬ 
cation  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  whom  the  notifi¬ 
cation  ought  in  pursuance  of  these  Eegulations,  to  have  been 
addressed,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  inform  the  Medical 
Practitioner  that  he  has  done  so,  and  shall  give  to  him  the 
name  and  address  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  whom  the 
notification  has  been  sent. 

2. — Every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  cause  to  be 
entered  in  a  Eegistej  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose  the 
full  particulars  contained  in  every  notification  received  by 
him  under  these  Eegulations  and  relating  to  a  person  whose 
place  of  residence  or  place  of  destination  is  situate  within  the 
District  for  which  he  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  said 
Eegister  shall  be  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  shall  not  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  person 
other  than  a  person  specially  authorised  by  resolution  of  the 
Local  Authority,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
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Administrative  County  within  which  the  District  is  situate, 
a  School  Medical  Inspector  for  any  area  within  which  the 
District  is  situate,  or  an  Officer  of  any  Government  Depart¬ 
ment  authorized  in  that  respect  by  that  Department. 

Every  notification  and  every  document  relating  to  a  person 
notified  under  these  Regulations  shall  be  regarded  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  by  every  person  who  has 
access  thereto,  as  confidential. 

3.  —The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  end  of  each  week,  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Administrative  County  within  which  the 
District  is  situated  a  statement  of  every  notification  received 
by  him  during  the  week  in  pursuance  of  these  Regulations 
and  relating  to  a  person  whose  place  of  residence  is  situate 
within  the  District  for  which  he  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
The  statement  shall  show  on  which  Form  the  notification  was 
made  and  shall  contain  the  information  in  regard  to  each 
person  which  was  given  in  the  notification. 

4. — Any  expenses  incurred  by  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  carrying  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  Article 
shall  be  defrayed  by  the  Local  Authority  of  the  District  for 
which  he  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Article  XII  , —  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  notification  under  these 
Regulations  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  an  Officer  of  the 
Local  Authority  acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  shall  make  such  inquires  and  take  such 
steps  as  are  necessary  or  desirable  for  investigating  the  source 
of  infection,  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection,  and  for 
removing  conditions  favourable  to  infection  : 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  Article  shall  be  deemed  to 
authorise  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  other  Officer  to  take 
any  of  the  steps  herein  mentioned  at  aiiy  Institution  other 
than  one  belonging  to  'the  Local  Authority,  except  with  the 
consent  of  the  Manavrers  of  that  Institution. 

During  the  whole  year  9  notifications  were  received  relating 
to  8  persons  (4  males  and  4  females)  of  whom  7  were  suffer¬ 
ing  from  pulmonary  consumption  and  1  from  glandular 
tuberculosis.

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One  case  was  treated  at  the  Sanatorium,  Bromley  Common 
from  March  22nd  to  June  21st  with  considerable  benefit  and 
another  was  admitted  to  the  Brompton  Hospital  on  July  23rd 

One  case  was  that  of  an  inmate  of  the  Chartham  Asylum, 
whose  home  was  at  Tenterden. 


One  case  among  the  above  which  was  notified  from  High 
Street,  on  August  5th  died  on  December  13lh. 

The  other  4  deaths  occurred  at  Beading  Street,  Gas  Lane, 
Peels  Place  and  at  the  Croydon  Mental  Hospital. 

re.]  NON-NOTIFIABLE  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Whooping  Cough  caused  the  death  of  an  infant  aged  5 
months  at  Bell’s  Lane  in  March  and  Influenza  that  of  an 
aged  female  at  Beading  Street  in  the  same  month. 

No  deaths  resulted  from  Measle.<?  or  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis. 

[C.]  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Cancer. — Beference  to  Table  3,  will  show  that  4  deaths 
were  due  to  this  disease  equal  to  a  rate  of  1T7  per  1,000 
of  population,  as  compared  with  2*06  in  1912. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  and 
death-rates  for  this  District  for  the  years  1 90 7 '-*•1 913,  with 
the  compaiative  rates  for  England  and  Wales  up  to  1911, 
beyond  which  year  the  latter  are  not  at  present  available.

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There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  for  this  District  and  no 
specimens  have  been  sent  at  the  instance  of  the  public  author¬ 
ity  for  bacteriological  examination. 

My  inspections  during  the  year  have  included  those  con¬ 
nected  with  the  proposed  sewerage  scheme,  several  nuisances 
dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  tuberculous  patients 
and  cases  under  the  Housing  Act. 

Adoptive  Acts — Part  III.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts, 
Amendment  Act,  1890  is  in  force,  and  Parts  II.,  III.  and  IV. 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  Amendment  Act  1907,  were  also 
adopted  on  May  5th,  1910. 

Water  Supply. — The  Cranbrook  Company’s  Water  is 
available  in  the  borough  and  several  additional  premises 
have  been  supplied. 

I  examined  two  samples  of  water  from  wells  both  of 
which  were  unsuitable  for  drinking  purposes. 

Drainage. — The  scheme  prepared  by  liessrs.  John  Taylor 
and  Sons,  Caxton  House  Westminster,  tor  the  construction 
of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  was  adopted  by  the 
Council  and  an  Inquiry  was  held  on  April  9th,  hy  A.  Q-. 
Drury  Esq.  M.I.C.E.  (one  of  the  Local  Government  Board’s 
Inspectors)  at  the  Town  Hall,  Tenterden  at  which  I  attended 
and  gave  evidence. 

The  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  was  received 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Engineer’s  estimate  for  the 
works  was  c£l0,255  -  10/- and  the  tender  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Vine, 
of  Tunbridge  Wells,  was  accepted  for  £8,889  -  18  -  0 

Refuse  Removal  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  men 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Borough  Surveyor  and  no 
nuisance  has  arisen  from  the  disposal  of  it 

Regulations  and  Bye-laws —  Bye  laws  with  respect  to 
New  Streets  and  Buildings  Nuisances  and  Slaughter-houses 
and  Begulations  made  under  the  order  of  1885  with  respect 
to  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  are  in  force. 

Elementary  Schools — No  schools  have  been  closed  on 
my  advice  under  Section  57  of  the  Code  or  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops — At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  17  persons  on  the  register  as  Oowkeepers,  Dairy¬ 
men  or  Purveyors  of  Milk.  No  tuberculous  cows  or  milk 
have  been  detected  and  no  complaint  as  to  the  conditions 
of  the  premises  has  come  to  my  notice. 

Slaughter-houses — There  are  now  3  registered  slaugh¬ 
ter-houses  in  the  Borough,  all  of  which  have  been  periodi¬ 
cally  inspected  and  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

No  tuberculous  meat  or  carcases  have  been  dealt  with 
and  no  complaint  made  as  to  the  manner  in  which  these 
businesses  have  been  conducted. 

Housing,  Town  Planning  ^c.,  Act,  1909. —  fhe  number 
of  houses  inspected  under  this  Act  since  it  came  into  force 
are  as  follows  : —

Of  the  51  houses  inspected  in  1911,  the  works  have  been 
completed  in  all  but  2  cases. 

Of  the  36  houses  inspected  in  1912,  all  had  defects  of 
some  kind  or  other  and  by  the  end  of  that  year,  10  had 
been  put  into  a  proper  state  of  repair,  and  all  but  one  of 
the  remainder  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  during  the 
year  1913. 

In  30  of  the  34  houses  inspected  in  1913  defects  of  some 
kind  were  found.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  works  asked 
for  in  8  of  the  houses  had  been  completed  io  the  satisfaction 
of  your  officials  the  remaining  22  being  in  hand.

Two  houses  referred  to  under  No.  3  above  were  vol¬ 
untarily  closed  and  demolished. 

A  detailed  analysis  of  the  Inspector's  Reports  again 
shox''  ed  that  unsatisfactory  closet  accommodation  and  bad 
yard  paving  were  the  most  frequently  occurring  defects. 

The  water  supplies  were  very  satisfactory,  and  the  drains 
ere  only  adversely  reported  on  in  three  instances. 

Ventilation  was  unsatisfactory  in  4  living  and  2  bed- 
rooms — overcrowding  in  2  cases. 

Nine  bedrooms  and  9  living  rooms  nere  damp. 

Guttering  was  defective  in  7  and  in  6  the  rain  ater 
pipes  or  disposal  of  rain  water  was  unsatisfactory. 

Sinks  were  absent  or  defective  in  1 0  cases. 
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Rents  varied  considerably  in  the  houses  inspected  and 
gave  an  average  of  3/3  per  week. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. — No  change  has  taken 
place  during  the  past  year  in  the  number  of  premises 
coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

i  here  are  6  premises  regarded  as  ^‘factories”  i.e  ,  where 
particular  businesses  are  carried  on  in  which  power  is  em¬ 
ployed.

Numerous  inspections  have  been  made  and  some  small 
mattei  s  requiring  remedy  have  been  readily  attended  to. 

There  are  no  Cellar  Dwellings  or  Common  Lodging 
Houses,  within  the  Borough  area  and  no  Offensive  Trades 
are  carried  on  to  necessitate  further  bye-laws. 

Mr.  Hilder’s  statement,  the  statistical  tables  required  by 
the  Local  Government  Board,  and  the  record  of  work  done 
under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  as  required 
by  the  Home  Office  are  appended.
